Bomothlna About Their Dlffiaroncea—Rni ta 


of the Farmer. 


Professor Skidmoro of Philadelphlb, 


in n course of laboratory lessons to su- 
pervising prmcipnla and teachers of tbe 
Philadelphia pnblic schools, took rap tho 
Bnbjeot of metals recently. In theconrso 
of his lectero he made sorno Interesting 
remarks iu regard to the distinction be- 
tween minerals and metals. It is not 
possible, he observed, to define- exactly 
whnt a metal is, yet thero is little lia- 
bility of mistake in distinguishing a 
metal from a nonmetaL 
Tho metallic 


properties of luster, toughness, fusibili- 
ty, opaqueness, conductivity and met 
may bo possessed separately by nonmet- 
aJs, bnt they are not associated as they 
aro -with metals. Most metals may bo, 
bent, twisted, drawn and hammered to', 
an extent far beyond -what any mineral 
not a metal could eudnre. 


Taking up the matter of tho rusts of 


different ntelals, he showed by a series 
of interesting experiments that sodium, 
potassium, lithium and, in a lesser de- 
gree, calcium, slrontinra and barium 
rust instantly when exposed to moist 
air, their white rusts quickly dissolv- 
ing in water and forming alkalies. Oth- 
er experiments demonstrated the fact 
that auotber group of metals, in which 
are zinc, lead, magnesium and antimo- 
ny, have white rusts which are not sol- 
uble in watqr. These rusls form a thin 
adherent coating, which only half con- 
ceals tho metal and gives to it ti dnll, 
tarnished appearance. It was shown 
that at higher temperatures than the 
ordinary,' and especially if tho metalfi 
aro finely divided, the chemienl energy 
of rusting is so great that the! metnls 
burn -with a -vivid light and omit a 
dense white smoke. Tho permanency of 
'these rnsts nnd their protective churnc- 
ter aro utilized in white paints. 


Professor Skidmoro then directed at- 


tention to a third group of motnlH, 
•which includes those wbich have dark 
or colored rnsts, as with copper, iron 
and silver. A series of experiments fol- 
lowed to show how these rusts werd 
formed, and the changes which iron un- 
dergoes in appetirance in the tempering 
process were carefully noted. Attention 
was directed finally to the fourth group 
of metals, which never rust. These are 
gold and platinum, oucl it was noted 
that they are also tho uwetals which aio 
fonnd as metals in the earth, and not 
as ores from which the metal must bo 
manufactured. In iho case of tho other 
melaly, it is an advantage that they are 
found iu tho rust or ore condition, as 
tlioy can bo manufactured imichfinoro 
eaHily lhan tihey could be cut 
from 


ledges of the pure metal.—Iron Ago.

the entry: "On Thursday, Sept. 18, 
1089, at II o'clock iu the afternoon, M. 
de Saint-Mars, governor of tho oastlc 
of the Bastille, arrived to take up his 
duties, coming from his post at the lies 
Suinto Marguerite, and having brought 
withhim inhis litter a former prisoner, 
whom he had in his custody at Pignerol. 
Tho latter ho keeps invariably masked, 
and his name is never mentioned.'' M. 
do Suiut-Murs, in the years in question, 
had only five prisoners in his charge at 
PigneroL Tho fate of four has been 
clearly traced. The fifth mnst bo Mat- 
tioli. The prisoner died in 170S, and 
was buried on Nov. 80 in tho cemetery 
of St. Paul. M. Bertrand of-the French 
tic-reign office has examined tho registry 
of burials and finds the name Mnttioli 
under that date. Louis XV told Mine. 
Pompadour that the prisoner was an 
Italian minister. 


Louie XVI assured Marie Antoinette, 


on tho authority of Manropas, that tho 
man -was a dangerous intriguer, a sub- 
ject of tho Duke of Mantua, who had 
been arrested nt the frontier and impris- 
oned first at Pignerol and then in tho 
Bastille. The evidence seems conclusive,' 
and puts un end to all other theories, 
including Voltaire's bold invention that 
thomaiijiu the iron mask was a supposed 
brother of Louis-XVI, which Dumas has

immortalized in bis 


"Three Guardsmen" romances. Matti- 
oli's crime was giving information to 
Austria, Spain, Savoy and Venice of 
negotiations into which Louis XVI had 
entered -with him to induce him to sell 
the important fortress of Casalo to tho 
French.—Rovne Historiqne.
